CLEVELAND, O., May 17.—The second 


day of the great joint coal conference 
opened with two

closed doors. The miners held a con- 
sultation together and so did the oper- 
ators. Then the two todies held a 
joint meeting'and appointed commit- 
tees for a joint conference. 


In answer to the proposition of the 


operators for a scale of sixty-five cents 
for Pennsylvania and fifty-six cents for 
Ohio, President John McBride pre- 
sented the proposition of the miners, 
which was the scale of last year—sev- 
enty-nine cents for Pennsylvania, and 
all other sections to be adjusted on that 
basis. 
- 


This would make the Ohio rate seven- 


ty cents. 
The conferees ' from the 


operators were not authorized to ac- 
cept this proposition, nor the miners 
to hear to the operators' rates. 
After 


several hours of fruitless discussion the 
^committee adjourned to meet again 
Thu rsday morning before the joint con- 
vention s h all' a s semble. 


The operators had a meeting-Wednes; 


day night to hear the report of their 
conferees and consider the situation. 
While some of the operators express 
the hope that a settlement of the dif- 
ferences with the miners can be af- 
fected, the true state of affairs is that 
the two sides of the question are just 
as far apart as they were two days ago. 


Secretary Patrick MeBrydo informed 


•the United Press reporter that, incredi- 
ble as it might seem, there were many 
of the operators who did not really de- 
sire a settlement at present. 


"Why," said he, "it is a positive fact 


that the Pennsylvania river operators 
have between 20,000,000 and 30,000,000 
bushels of coal in transit between Pitts- 
burgh and Cincinnati, or in barges tied 
up against the river banks. Do you 
think they will break their necks try- 
ing- to get the mines opened before that 
coal is marketed, with prices .climbing 
skyward every day? It is not human 
nature that they should."

A prominent operator stated candid- 


ly to the correspondent that, as far 
as he was 
concerned, 
he was in 


no 
hurry for a settlement 
He 


was asked if the iron interests were 
not 
demanding a 
settlement, and 


stated that they were not, but that 
many of \tlie iron manufacturers wel- 
comed the pretext for shutting down 
their works in the present state of the 
iron trade.

Reduced to Aides In New York-Fifty 


Horse* Harried to Death. 


NEW YORK, May 
17.—The Empire 


City Coliseum ar^d Washington park, 
better known as Jones' woods, was 
totally destroyed by fire at 4 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. 
Beside it lie the 


ruins of one of the largest stone works 
in the city, about 15 stables and twice 
as many shanties, and among the ashes 
are the charred 
skeletons of fifty 


horses. 
During; the conflagration the 


screams of the unfortunate animals as 
the flumes enveloped them, aroused 
the whole, neighborhood. The flames 
spread to the stables so quickly that it 
was impossible to liberate the horses, 
and they perished in their stalls- 


The ruins extend over four blocks. 


A strong wind blew the ilaraes from 
Washington park, on Sixty-ninth street, 
northward to Seventy-first street and 
southward to Sixty-seventh 
street, 


and

between 
Avenue

and the East river within the boun- 
dary of these streets, 
was a sea

flames. 
Engine 
3'J, at 
work

abandoned. 
The engine horses were 


barely saved, as the fire spread so 
rapidly that the firemen were compelled 
to run for their lives. 


The fire only began to abate under 


the streams of water thrown from fif- 
teen engines. The police estimated the 
loss at 1231,000, of which:~S1S1,000 was 
done 'to property outside the park. 
John Schultheis, manager.of the pleas- 
ure garden, placed his loss at $300,000. 
The people who saw the fire agree that 
it was one of the fiercest conflagrations 
that lias occurred in the city for years. 
Jones'.woods was-a-sortof a park and 
pleasure ground, prettily wooded and 
fenced in by high white palisading.

Killed

Wrecked. 
NEW YORK, May 17.—Charles Pulgar, 


one of the passengers aboard the steam- 
ship Philadelphia, of the Red D line, 
which arrived Wednesday night from 
Curacoa, May 10, says there was a ter- 
rible earthquake in the interior of the 
state of Maracaibo at 10:15 o'clock on. 
the night of April 27. It was reported 
that more than half the people of six 
cities were killed and much property 
destroyed. 


In the cities of Merida, Valara and 


Timotes the shock lasted nearly two 
minutes, houses tumbled down and 
apart, and the inhabitants who were 
not instantly killed fled for their lives. 
In the city of Merida 150 soldiers, who 
•were lodged in the barracks on the out- 
skirts of the city, ware killed. 
The 


six cities visited are in an area of about 
forty miles square. The country is 
mountainous.

was made to bribe Senator llunton, 
of 
Virginia, and Senator Kyle, of 


South Dakota, with money to vote 
against the pending tariff bill. 


Senator Hunton informed some of his 


senatorial colleagues that a man, who 
now resides in South Dakota, had of- 
fered to pay 425,000 for his vote against 
the tariff bill. The man who offered 
the bribe is well known, and is remem- 
bered in South Carolina as a member 
of the carpet-bag government prior to 
1876. He has resided for several years 
in South Dakota. 


Since the tariff fight began in the 


senate he has been in Washington fre- 
quently, and says' he represents certain 
business interests in New York, and 
says that a million dollars, if necessa- 
ry, will be spent by those whom he 
represents to prevent the passage of 
the tariff bill. 


This man went to Warrenton, Va., 


the home of the senator, and submit- 
ted, the proposition to the senator's 
son. 
It is said that he offered to give 


the younger llunton S25.000 if 
his 


father could be induced to vote against 
the bill. 
' 


In the course of ah investigation he 


made, Senator Hunton discovered that 
Senator Kyle had also been approached 
by the same man on the same business.

Hertfordshire streams—tho ''tailor" Is 
well known to the exasperated dryfly 
fishermuu. "And what ou earth is the 
'tailor'?" the angler not acquainted 
with those and other similar waters 
may inquire without shame. 


Tho "tniler," says the Pall Mall Bud- 


ffet, may be best described as a rather 
gross feeder, destitute of the artistic 
instinct and the culture which the Ary- 
fly fisherman associates with .the 
trout that can only be taken by an 
exact imitation of natural fly. It la 
called a "tailor" because, wheu Ita 
bead is plunged into the weeds in pnr-, 
suit of freshwater shrimp, its tail 
breaks the surface of the stream and 
waves In the air. At the commence- 
ment of the fishing season the "tail- 
ing" trout is usually vory busy, and 
, 


very observable in several famous riv- 
ers. 
At this season of the year the 


larger fish are. as a rule, in indifferent 
or in absolutely bad condition; they 
are exceedingly hungry after the ex- 
haustion of spawning operations, and 
are consequently not in the humor to 
waste time on au occasional small 
olive duu, or some other insignificant 
fly. Water-shrimp is fat and appe- , 
tiding-,- and in many streams exceed- , 
ingly plentiful. 
It is not surprising-, 


therefore, that it forms tho staple dish 
of trout, which tho pangs of hunger-In 
the early spring assail almost unceaa- s 
ingly. In early Juno tho big trout 
will eschew water-shrimp for May-fly, 
and later on in the .season, when they 
'are in line condition, willfeed with:be- 
fitting daintiness.

It is not much use, as a rule, fishing 


up stream with a "dry"-over a "tailor." 
The fish is so engrossed in its pig-like' 
operations among tho weeds that it 
treats with contempt a solitary little 
dun endeavoring to tickle its nose. 
Tho best lure for a "taller" Is a l»ig and 
gaudy aklur, fished down stream iivith- 
in a. few inches of tho fish, and worked 
lilro a salmon fly. At such a lur« a 
"tailor" will come sometimes with' a 
fierce dash, that brings the heart 'of 
tho angler right into his throat. The 
writer had tho pleasure 'of landing a 
five-pound trout, hookeHl by a friend 
in this manner in a Hertfordshire 
stream on an early spring evening. A 
much heavier trout, "tailing" under 
tho hank in tin awkward place, was 
afterwards assailed, and pricked sev- 
eral times, but in vain. 


A "tailir" is often difficult to scare,' 


and oven when actually risen and 
pricked will recommence feeding in a 
few minutes, oblivious of dang-er. The

ident would have people believe that: 
the existing depression is altogether 
due to the prospect of some little relief; 
from tariff burdens and exactions. But 
he knows perfectly well that no panic; 
ever occurred that was not followed^ 
by depression more or • less severe and- 
prolonged. He knows that 'there was 
neither panic nor depression until near 
the end of last June, although reduc- 
tion of the tariff was just as well as- 
sured nearly eight months before as it 
has been at any time since. Ho knows 
tbat the panic originated in fear of a 
collapse to the silver basis under the 
operation of an act passed by a repub- 
lican congress and signed by his own 
hand. He knows that there was a 
panic in 1B73 which was quite us disas- 
trous as that of 1893, and which was 
followed by a distressing industrial de- 
pression continuing for a period of five 
long years. He knows that that panic 
occurred soon after the republicans 
had won a presidential election by an 
overwhelming majority, and 
when 


;hero was no possibility of any tarifl! 
reduction for at least four years. 


And yet, knowing all these things, 


Mr. Harrison utterly ignores them, and 
seeks to make people believe that the 
panic of 1893 und the depression follow- 
ing were wholly due to the attempt to 
wipe out tariff legislation.

and who, for the most part, lire only 
occasional dealers, without the respon- 
sibility of maintaining the good will 
and reputation of an established busi- 
ness, and who, dealing 
in inferior 


meats, undersell tVie city dealers or 
compel him to lower the standard of 
quality. This is a competition that 
forces upon the market inferior and 
unwholesome meats and should not be 
encouraged. 


We, therefore, respectfully pray your 


honorable body to provide by ordinance 
that all non-resident 
butchers . and 


dealers in butcher's meats shall be re- 
quired to obtain a license from the city 
cleric before being permitted to carry 
on business ii^this city ; that they shall 
pay 
therefore the following 
fees, 


to wit: Wholesale dealers, S100; re- 
tail dealers, $300; payable one-half 
thereof on the 1st day of May and one- 
luilf thereof on the first day of Novi-.m- 
litir of each year; that no license shall 
be issued for a less time than one year, 
and shall not be transferable ; that no 
unlicensed person shall be permitted to 
suit meats in less quantities than

that some system of inspection be pro- 
vided that will insure the exclusion of 
unwholesome and deceased meals from 
sale in the city.
